tham in Kent, and to be applied generally, upon 


Occaſion of like Reparations, to all Places in Eng- 
land whatſoever. | 


ERY Inhabitant dwelling within the Pariſh, 
is to be charged according to his Ability, 
whether in Land or Living within the ſame 
Pariſh, or for his Goods there; that is to ſay, 

for the beſt of them, but not tor both. 
Il. Every Farmer dwelling out of the Pariſh, and having 
Lands and Living within the faid Pariſh in his own Occupa- 
tion, 
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tion, is to be charged to the Value of the ſaid Lands or Liv- 
ing ; or elſe to the Value of the Stock thereupon, even for the 
beſt, but not for both. 

HI. Every Farmer dwelling out of the Pariſh, and having 
Lands or Living within the Pariſh, in the Occupation of any 
Farmer or Farmers, is not to be charged; but the Farmer or 
Farmers thereof, are to be charged in Particularity ; every one 
according to the Value of the Land he occupieth, or according 

to the Stock thereupon, even for the beſt, but not for both. 
IV. Every Inhabitant or Farmer occupying arable Land 
within the Pariſh, and feeding his Cattle out of the Pariſh, 1s 
to be charged with arable Lands within the Pariſh, although 
his Cattle be fed out of the Pariſh. 

V. Every Farmer of any Mill within the Pariſh, 1s to be 
charged for that Mill; and the Owner thereof (if he be an In- 
habitant) is to be charged for his Hability in the ſame Pariſh, 
beſides the Mill. | | 

VI. Every Owner of Lands, Tenements, Copyholds, and 
other Hereditaments, inhabiting within the Pariſh, is to be tax- 
ed according to his Wealth, in Regard of a Pariſhioner, although 
he occupy none of them himſelf; and his Farmer or Farmers, 
alſo are to be taxed for occupying only. | 

Memorandum, That the Aſſeſſors are not to tax themſelves, 
but to leave the Taxation of them to the Reſidue of the Pariſh. 


The Reparations of theſe Parcels enſuing, with their Appurte- 
nances, are to be accounted OO ee, and are to 
be born, not only by the Pariſhioneys, but alſo by all that oc- 
2 any Lands, Tenements or Poſſeſſions, within the Pariſh 
where the Church is to be repaired. |

DENS, how to lay on an Aſſeſſment upon the Pa- 
riſh for the Relief of the Poor. | 


I FJ" VERY Inhabitant or Occupier of Houſes, Lands, 
Tythes, Mines or Underwoods, is to be taxed towards 

this Charge, according to the viſible Eſtate which he hath or 

poſſeſſeth in the Pariſh where taxed, and not elſewhere. 

IT. This Tax is either upon Lands or Goods, but one and 
the ſame Perſon 1s ſeldom taxed for both, 

III. The Farmer or Occupier, and not the Landlord, is li- 
able to this Tax; for it ariſeth by Reaſon of the Land in 
the Pariſh, and the Landlord is never aſſeſſed for his Rent. 

IV. The moſt reaſonable Way of Land, is according to a 
Pound Rate or Purvey, and not according to the Quantity 
of Land. 

V. Where a Man hath Land, and a great Stock of Wares, 
as a Clothier, &. he may be taxed for both, but not for 
3 or Goods with which he doth uſe to manure his 

ands. f 

VI. When Goods are rated, it ought to be after the Value 
of Lands, vis. Goods of the Value of One Hundred Pounds, 
ſhould be rated at Five Pounds per Annum, as Lands are; 
and the Perſon muſt be charged only in that Place where 
the Goods are, at the Time of the Aſſeſſment ; for if he have 
no Goods where aſſeſſed, and is deſtrained, he may have an 
Action of Treſpaſs, G0.
